Hurricane Disrupts Gulf Cleanup 


Rough seas force 
crews to temporarily 
halt leak operations 



Grand Isle, La. 

Rough seas generated by Hurri- 
cane Alex pushed more oil from 
the massive spill onto Gulf Coast 
beaches Wednesday as cleanup ves- 
sels were sidelined by the faraway 
storm’s ripple effects. 

The hurricane was churning 
coastal waters across the oil-affect- 
ed region on the Gulf of Mexico. 
Six-foot waves and 25 mph winds 
were forecast through Thursday 
just offshore from the Mississip- 
pi Delta in Louisiana to the Flori- 
da Panhandle. 

In Louisiana, the storm pushed 
an oil patch toward Grand Isle and 
uninhabited Elmer’s Island, dump- 
ing tar balls as big as apples on the 


beach. Cleanup workers were kept 
at bay by pouring rain and light- 
ning that zigzagged across the 
dark sky. Boom lining the beach 
had been tossed about, and it 
couldn’t be put back in place until 
the weather cleared. 

“The sad thing is that it’s been 
about three weeks since we had 


any big oil come in here,” marine 
science technician Michael Malone 
said. “With this weather, we lost all 
the progress we made.” 

The loss of dozens of skimmers, 
combined with gusts driving water 
into the coast, left beaches espe- 
cially vulnerable.

Man passed secrets 
of Hamas to Israel 
after faith conversion 

San Diego 

An immigration judge tentative- 
ly granted asylum Wednesday to 
the son of a Hamas founder who 
turned his back on his father’s 
terrorist group and became a spy 
for Israel. 

The ruling came after the fed- 
eral government abruptly dropped 
concerns that Mosab Hassan Yousef 
was a terrorist threat. 

Yousef, 32, was greeted by a 
small group of cheering supporters 
as he left an immigration detention 
center where the 15-minute hearing 
was held under heavy security. 

He had argued that he would be 
killed if he was deported because 
he spied on Hamas for Israel’s 
Shin Bet intelligence agency and 
abandoned Islam after becoming 
a Christian. 

“I will keep fighting the ideolo- 
gy that is behind terrorists because 
I know how they think,” he said. “I 


know that this is the real danger 
that is facing liberty, facing free- 
dom, facing humanity.” 

The Department of Homeland 
Security initially denied Yousefs 
asylum request in February 2009, 
saying he had been involved in ter- 
rorism and was a threat to the U.S. 
Kerri Calcador, a government attor- 
ney, gave no explanation in court 
Wednesday for the sudden change 
in the United States’ position. 

Yousef said he could not explain 
the turnaround. His attorney Ste- 


ven Seick said he was “totally sur- 
prised.” 

Former CIA director James 
Woolsey said deporting Yousef 
would discourage other poten- 
tial spies. 

“It is not an exaggeration to say 
that such an action would set us 
back years in the war on terrorism,” 
Woolsey wrote in a letter released 
by Seick. “Mosab’s deportation 
would be such an inhumane act it 
would constitute a blight on Amer- 
ican history.” elliot spagat (ap) 


Report: Gates Incident Could Have Been Avoided 


Cambridge, Mass. 

A Harvard scholar and the police 
sergeant who arrested him last 
July after a confrontation outside 
his home both missed opportuni- 
ties to “ratchet down” the situa- 
tion, according to a review of the 
case released Wednesday.

The situation at Gates’ home 
quickly escalated when it shouldn’t 
have, according to the review. The 
report suggests that Crowley could 
have more clearly explained what he 
was doing and why, especially after 
being shown Gates’ license and 
university ID. For his part. Gates 
could have used a more respectful 
tone to address the officer.

Alleged Russian Spy Vanishes 


Cyprus police hunt 
for suspect after he 
was released on bail 

Larnaca, Cyprus 

Cypriot police began searching late 
Wednesday for an alleged Russian 
spy wanted in the United States 
who vanished after being released 
on bail a day earlier in the Medi- 
terranean island nation. 

Police spokesman Michalis Kat- 
sounotos said Christopher Robert 
Metsos, 54, who says he is Cana- 


dian, failed to report to police in 
the southern coastal town of Lar- 
naca between 6 p.m. and 8 p.m. 
local time (11 a.m. EDT) Wednes- 
day according to the terms of 
release imposed on him Tuesday 
by a Cypriot court. 

Katsounotos said a search failed 
to locate Metsos and authorities 
have begun the procedures to issue 
a warrant for his arrest for breach- 
ing the terms of his release. 

Andreas Pastellides, one of 
two lawyers representing Met- 
sos in Cyprus, told the Associat- 
ed Press that they’d had no con- 


tact with their client since Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Pastellides said Metsos did not 
show up for a meeting he was sup- 
posed to have Wednesday afternoon 
in Larnaca with Pastellides’ part- 
ner, Michalis Papathanasiou. 

Metsos’ quick disappearance 
raised questions about why Cypriot 
authorities released him on bail. 

“I’m truly surprised that the 
court issued no such detention 
order against an individual who 
is alleged to be a spy,” said lonas 
Nicolaou, a member of parliament 
for the opposition Disy party and 


chairman of parliament’s Legal 
Affairs Committee. “By virtue of 
the fact that this individual was 
suspected of being a spy, I don’t 
think his conditional release was 
justified. Of course, I can’t know 
exactly what facts or arguments 
were presented before the court for 
that decision to be taken.” 

Dean Boyd, spokesman for the 
U.S. Justice Department’s national 
security division, said he was aware 
of the media reports regarding Met- 
sos but is “going to have to defer to 
Cyprus authorities for comment.”

Merkels Pick 
Wins German 
Presidency

Chancellor Angela Merkel’s candi- 
date was elected German president 
Wednesday in a lackluster victory 
that took an embarrassing three 
rounds of voting and dashed hopes 
of a strong show of support from 
her governing coalition. 

Christian Wulff, a 51-year- old 
deputy leader of Merkel’s conser- 
vative party, won 625 votes in a 
special parliamentary assembly 
compared to 494 for opposition 
candidate Joachim Gauck; 121 del- 
egates abstained — mostly from 
the Left Party, which had with- 
drawn its own candidate in the 
final round, (ap) 


Kabul, Afghanistan 

U.S. and Afghan troops repelled 
an attack Wednesday on one of 
the biggest NATO bases in east- 
ern Afghanistan by militants who 
used a suicide car bomb, rocket- 
propelled grenades and automat- 
ic weapons in a failed attempt to 
breach the defenses. 

It was the third ground assault 
against a major coalition base in 
Afghanistan in the past five weeks 
— a sign that the insurgents have 


not been cowed by U.S. efforts to 
ramp up the war. 

Eight militants were killed in the 
attack, which occurred at the airport 
base on the outskirts of Jalalabad 
about 75 miles east of Kabul on the 
main road between the Afghan cap- 
ital and the Pakistan border. 

The attack began with a suicide 
car bomber detonating his explosives 
near the gate to the base, followed by 
a half-hour gunbattle, Afghan offi- 
cials said. An Afghan soldier and 
one international service member 


were wounded, NATO said. 

Chief NATO spokesman Brig. 
Gen. Josef Blotz said the attackers 
were unable to penetrate the defens- 
es. “While designed to garner 
media attention, this attack only 
temporarily disrupted operations 
as our forces successfully repelled 
the attack,” said Navy Capt. Jane 
Campbell, a U.S. spokeswoman. 

In a text message, Taliban 
spokesman Zabiullah Mujahid said 
six suicide attackers killed 32 foreign 
and Afghan security forces, (ap)

Aquino Becomes 
Filipino Leader 


Son of democracy 
icons pledges to end 
corruption, poverty 

Manila, Philippines 

Benigno Aquino III, sworn in 
Wednesday as the Philippines’ 
15th president, promised to pros- 
ecute the corrupt and banish pov- 
erty as he urged Filipinos to help 
him in a job he likened to a bibli- 
cal burden. 

The son of two Filipino democ- 
racy icons, Aquino, 50, succeeds 
Gloria Macapagal Arroyo, whose 
stormy nine-year rule was rocked 
by four failed coup attempts and 
allegations of corruption, vote- 
rigging and human rights abus- 
es, which she denied. 

About 500,000 attended Aqui- 
no’s oath-taking at a seaside park 
in the capital, Manila, police said.

Cruising toward confirmation, 
Supreme Court nominee Elena 
Kagan completed grueling Senate 
questioning Wednesday, unscathed 
by Republican challenges on abor- 
tion, gays in the military and gun 
rights while sidestepping partisan 
debate about GOP-named judges 
pulling the court to the right. 

Kagan emerged from three 
days of vetting by the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee much as she had 
begun, declaring she’d be an inde- 
pendent and impartial judge, and 
denying Republican suggestions 
that she would be unable to sepa- 
rate her political leanings from her 
job as a justice. 

Democrats said President 
Obama’s nominee to succeed 
retiring Justice John Paul Ste- 
vens was on track to become the 
fourth woman in Supreme Court 
history. 

“Solicitor General Kagan will 
be confirmed,” declared Sen. 
Patrick Leahy, D-Vt., the panel 
chairman.

Kagan, more expansive and ani- 
mated during her third and final 
day in the witness chair, relaxed 
enough to banter with senators 
about the sometimes-tedious pro- 
ceedings, and her expectations of 
being confirmed. 


“I can’t come back?” she asked 
Leahy facetiously when he suggest- 
ed that she should watch testimo- 
ny by outside witnesses scheduled 
for Thursday afternoon “with your 
feet up” somewhere. 

For the second day in a row, 
Kagan asserted she would be 
able to separate her personal and 
political views from her job as a 
justice. 

“As a judge, you are on nobody’s 
team. As a judge, you are an inde- 
pendent actor,” Kagan said.

Rhee: Fenty Focused on Schools 


D.C. chancellor stops 
short of saying she 
won’t work for Gray 

Washington 

Schools Chancellor Michelle 
A. Rhee edged closer than ever 
Wednesday to saying explicitly 
that she’s out of here if Mayor Adri- 
an M. Fenty loses his Sept. 14 pri- 
mary contest against D.C. Council 
Chairman Vincent C. Gray. She told 
WAMU’s Kavitha Cardoza that she 
has not seen in Gray the same com- 
mitment to education reform that 
Fenty has demonstrated. 

Rhee has been reluctant to talk 


about her future in the city under 
a new mayor. 

And Gray, for his part, says he 
would not decide whether to retain 
Rhee until he was elected. But Car- 
doza pressed Rhee, reminding her 
of past statements about the impor- 
tance of parents being able to make 
informed decisions. 

“A lot of parents want to make 
their decision based on you,” Car- 
doza said. 

Rhee responded: “What I can 
tell you very clearly is I came to 
this city to take on this job specif- 
ically because I believed there was 
a really unique opportunity with 
this mayor and how focused he was 
on education. And he has not dis-

appointed me one time in the last 
three years. I would not work under 
a mayor who was not focused on 
education in the same way and as 
dedicated to making some of the 
really difficult decisions.” 

When asked whether Gray 
has shown the same level of com- 
mitment, Rhee said: “I think the 
chairman is certainly interest- 
ed in education reform. I think 
that he is committed to this city 
and its progress, certainly. But in 
terms of what I’m talking about 
with Mayor Fenty and his willing- 
ness to make some very difficult 
decisions ... no, I haven’t seen the 
same thing from the chairman.”

Full Arlington Survey Requested 


Arlington 

The chairman of the House Armed 
Services Committee on Wednes- 
day said he believes a complete 
survey of graves at Arlington 
National Cemetery should be con- 
ducted to check for more burial 
mistakes. 

Rep. Ike Skelton, D-Mo., said 
the Army’s recent investigation into 
mistakes at the nation’s most hal- 
lowed burial ground was so “lim- 
ited” that it probably has revealed 
“only a fraction of the problem.” 


“We must be prepared that a 
100 percent survey of the ceme- 
tery and all its operations, which 
I believe must now be undertak- 
en, will yield a larger number of 
problems that must be addressed,” 
Skelton said. 

An investigation by the Army 
inspector general unveiled in 
June found a wide array of long- 
standing problems at the cem- 
etery. 

Among other problems, the 
Army found 211 discrepancies 
between burial maps and grave 


sites, and cases in which funer- 
al urns were dug up and dumped 
in an excess dirt pile. 

In addition, the investigation 
found a dysfunctional manage- 
ment system and a poisonous rela- 
tionship between cemetery Super- 
intendent John C. Metzler Jr. and 
the deputy superintendent, Thur- 
man Higginbotham. 

“I cannot understand how 
the Army has allowed the 
problem to fester for years,” 
Skelton said, michael e. ruane

TOUGH COMPETITION 

Some have speculated that their 
tough qualifying road helps once they 
get to the World Cup. Unlike in Europe, 
where Spain could get a group that 
includes, for example, Faeroe Islands 
and Moldova, there’s one big group in 
South America and few “easy" teams. 
Only two points separated Uruguay— 
which earned its spot by beating CON- 
CACAF member Costa Rica in a play- 
off —and the next three teams. 


HOME-GROWN PLAYERS 

While top players do go to Europe 
—where the big money is— there 
are good domestic leagues in South 
America where players can develop, 
making for deep national rosters. In 
Brazil, for example, there was a cam- 
paign to get teenage phenomenon 
Neymar— who plays for the Brazilian 
club Santos— on the national team, 
though coach Dunga wound up leav- 
ing him home. 


Across South America, soccer fans 
are feeling the joy of victory — 
spiked with a twist of revenge. 

The continent’s teams have 
dominated at World Cup 2010. 

Of its five nations in the field 
of 32 on opening day, four are still 
alive headed to the quarterfinals: 
Brazil, Argentina, Paraguay and 
Uruguay. Just Chile — the only 
South American team to lose in 
the tournament — has been elim- 
inated. And the Chileans fell in the 
second round to Brazil. 

After watching her nation’s best 
players develop at home and then 
leave for big contracts in European 
leagues, the past couple of weeks 
have been sweet for Brazilian fan 
Rosangela Pereira. 

“We know our players go abroad 
for the money — but we miss them!” 
Pereira said. “When it’s time for the 
cup, our hearts burst and the crowds 
vibrate, seeing our boys come home, 
playing for their flag.”

Six-time champion 
cites bad back, leg in 
upset at Wimbledon 

Tennis 

For the first time in eight years, 
Roger Federer won’t be striding 
onto Centre Court for the Wim- 
bledon final this weekend. 

The six-time champion was upset 
in the quarterfinals by hard-hitting 
Tomas Berdych on Wednesday, stop- 
ping his bid for a record-tying sev- 
enth title at the All England Club 
and extending his recent stretch of 
disappointing play. 

The 12th-seeded Berdych used 
his big serve and forehand to beat 
Federer 6-4, 3-6, 6-1, 6-4, on Cen- 
tre Court for the biggest victory of 
the Czech’s career. 

It’s the first time since 2002 that 
Federer has failed to reach the final. 
Since losing in the first round eight 
years ago, Federer had played in the 
championship match a record sev- 
en-consecutive times. He won the 
title six times and finished runner- 
up once, bolstering his reputation as 
the greatest player of all time. 


Winner of a record 16 Grand 
Slam titles, Federer said he was 
unable to play his best tennis 
Wednesday because of pain in his 
back and right leg. 

“I couldn’t play the way I wanted 
to play,” said Federer, who had been 
chasing the record of seven titles 
won by Pete Sampras and 19th-cen- 
tury player William Renshaw. “It’s 
frustrating, to say the least.” 

Berdych said he didn’t notice 


anything wrong with Federer. “I 
don’t know if he is just looking 
for some excuses after the match 
or something like that,” he said. “I 
think he was 100 percent ready.” 

Berdych will next face Novak 
Djokovic, who swept past Yen-hsun 
Lu in straight sets to reach the 
semifinals for the second time. The 
third-seeded Djokovic never faced 
a break point as he beat the 82nd- 
ranked Taiwanese player 6-3, 6-2,

A NATIVE OF Tijuana who now 
lives near and teaches in Chica- 
go, Luis Alberto Urrea is one of the 
foremost chroniclers of the Unit- 
ed States-Mexico border. In such 
books as “The Devil’s Highway” 
and his latest novel, “Into the Beau- 
tiful North,” he has sympathetically 
and imaginatively documented the 
lives of unknown Mexicans cross- 
ing into America and the agents 
charged with stopping them.

coming into Mexico illegally. Can 
you tell me about that country’s 
attitude toward immigration? 

First of all, the Mexicans are 
insanely harsh on illegal immi- 
grants. ... Secondly, if you go into 
Mexico and listen to talk radio, it 
sounds like Rush or Glenn Beck 
has come down there and learned 
Spanish. I actually heard in Gua- 
dalajara a guy saying that we need 
to build a wall on the southern 
border of this country and mili- 
tarize it against the Guatemalans.

Reduced to Old Movie Jokes 


A satirical troupe 
finds soft comedy 
targets in Hollywood 

Stage 

In the 1980s, the Reduced Shake- 
speare Company made a splash 
with “The Complete Works of Wil- 
liam Shakespeare (Abridged),” a 
comic mash-up of the Bard’s works. 
It was broad but family-friendly; it 
was witty and fresh, and everybody 
liked it. Since then, the company 
has abridged American history and 
the Bible, and now it’s moved on 
to Hollywood movies with “Com- 
pletely Hollywood.” 


Over the course of nearly two 
hours, the three-man cast (Reed 
Martin, Austin Tichenor and Dom- 
inic Conti) stomps all over Holly- 
wood’s golden and not-so-golden 
ages, parodying everything from 
Charlie Chaplin to “The Day After 
Tomorrow.” It’s the throw-every- 
thing-to-the-wall-and-see-what- 
sticks school of theater, and it works 
occasionally. Since “the history of 
film” attracts a more general audi- 
ence than Shakespeare, the troupe 
has clearly had to tailor the script 
to be audience-proof: even spec- 
tators who have never seen these 
movies should be able to get the 
jokes. But that doesn’t explain the 
presence of Bob Dole jokes (and A1

Gore “lockbox” jokes!) in a play that 
was ostensibly written after the year 
2000. The actors are all buoyant and 
bright, holding the play aloft like 
Midwesterners keeping their stuff 
dry during midsummer flooding, 
cherishing it like prisoners afflicted 
with Stockholm syndrome. On this 
death march to the punchline, it’s 
nice to see them having fun.

Hipster trends come and go. Some die an ignominious 
death and provide fodder for mockery when the old 
photos are dug out. Some hang on — vintage ephem- 
era like the original Nintendo and Super Nintendo have 
consistently sold on eBay to people trying to recapture 
those ’90s glory years. And walk through any mall or 
city street and it’s obvious that side-swept hairdos are 
as ubiquitous on both guys and girls as skinny jeans 
— the fashions are like a “28 Days Later” infection 
that just won’t quit. 

An Urban Outfitters wardrobe and encyclope- 
dic knowledge of pop-culture trivia aren’t enough to 
make you a champion of the counterculture, though;

And Sleigh Bells’ Rock and Roll 
Hotel appearance on Friday night is already sold out. 
Not bad for a debut from a group that has been work- 
ing together for only two years. 

But maybe that rawness is part of what makes 
Sleigh Bells. Before Krauss and Miller met up. Miller 
was the guitarist for post-hardcore band Poison the 
Well. A heavy playmaker in the band’s metal-meets- 
melodic sound. Miller helped them craft 1999’s “The 
Opposite of December,” 2002’s “Tear From the Red”

and 2003’s “You Come Before You” 
before quitting in 2004. Though 
six years removed from the proj- 
ect, shadows of what Miller did 
with Poison the Well remain, from 
the repetitively churning guitars 
and laser gun-like effects of the 
duo’s first single, “Tell ’Em,” to the 
screeching, hand-clap-heavy “Riot 
Rhythm,” Miller mixes in an edge 
to Krauss’ vocals, creating a wel- 
come jagged assault. 

Take “Infinity Guitars”: It’s all 
sugar and spice until the last 40 or 
so seconds, when the guitars take 
on a nails-on-a-chalkboard quality 
that adds grit to Krauss’ yelled lyr- 
ics of strange pairings: “Street wars, 
straight men/ Cowboys, Indians/ 
Red souls, red friends/Infinity gui- 
tars, go ’head.” It doesn’t really make 
much sense, but you don’t need logic 
to dance like a possessed heathen, 
do you? Kind of not the point. 

What is, though, is the idea that 
Sleigh Bells embodies the future of 
genre-mashing. For years, we’ve lis- 
tened to Girl Talk clump samples 
of famous songs together (thanks 
to that little gimmick, your favor- 
ite song is his every song); seen 
unlikely collaborations like those 
between Eminem and Elton John, 
and Jay-Z and Coldplay; and, most 
recently, watched various forgotten 
musical styles resuscitated by Lady 
Gaga. One could even argue Sleigh 
Bells is like a domestic M.LA., tak- 
ing cues from various subcultures 
(grime, fuzzy garage rock and no 
wave) to match the world music flair 
of the controversial British artist 
who gave them a record deal. 

Bloc Party and Clap Your Hands 
Say Yeah suffered with their sec- 
ond albums, but the path for Sleigh 
Bells is bright. If they recreate the 
same mania that infuses “Treats,” 
they could follow in the footsteps 
of the Yeah Yeah Yeahs and Vam- 
pire Weekend in their ability to 
tweak yet stay true to their sound. 
It’s doubtful that Sleigh Bells will 
go gentle into that good night — 
they’re going to shake your hips 
and jam your brain waves all the

The way John Stabb tells it, the 
band Sleeper Agent began two 
years ago when he bumped into 
bassist Sean Koepenick on a voy- 
age of Eddie Money’s annual “Two 
Tickets to Paradise” sea cruise. 
Stabb — a notable singer himself— 
said it was there amid all the sh-sh- 
shakin’ that a plan emerged. 

“Somewhere between 'Baby 
Hold On’ and 'Take Me Home 
Tonight,’ we knew we had to 
form a band,” said Stabb. Bring- 
ing drummer Jonathan Roth and 
ex-Adam West guitarist Derrick 
Baranowsky on board, the four- 
some fused post-punk and pow- 


er-pop influences. 

Koepenick notes that just 
because Stabb, Government Issue’s 
famous former frontman, is in the 
band doesn’t mean Sleeper Agent 
exists to relive D.C.’s much-cele- 
brated hardcore salad days. 

“We’re definitely not an old- 
school hardcore band,” he says. 
“We try to inject some melody

Shifting gears, Stabb suggests 
the whole ball of wax is about the 
moment, once more hammer- 
ing home the notion that chance 
encounters can be important. 

“If people like what we do. 


that’s cool,” he says. “But I’m not 
out there wrenching my soul for 
anyone’s applause. Whatever the 
reaction, I never want an audi- 
ence to leave without remember- 
ing our time together.” 

With a new-wave cover tune or 


two in its repertoire, the band knows 
you have to sometimes grease the 
wheels. But because of that. Sleeper 
Agent also proves it’s not so assured 
of its own punk prowess that it 
refuses to play up the influences 
that made the band possible. 

But Stabb’s strangely engag- 
ing stage prowl and vocal work 
give the band’s brand of chaos 
its particular, if not peculiar, 
stamp. Stabb’s lyrical obsession 
with the dark side of humani- 
ty — which he says is the one 
thing that hasn’t changed 
about him over the years — 
adds to the intrigue and lends 
a timeless punk-rock quali- 
ty to the Sleeper Agent sound.

Talking to punk-meets-pop musi- 
cian Nobunny is not in any way a 
straightforward thing. 

First, there’s the fact that the 
performer, who may actually be a 
guy named Justin Champlin, won’t 
be identified as anyone but Nobun- 
ny. He also refuses to do interviews 
unless they’re through e-mail, and 
his stream-of-consciousness style 
of answering questions — part of 
his image as a hybrid human-jack- 
alope — can’t be described as any- 
thing but bizarre. 

Our fingers got tired from typ- 
ing [sic], so it’s up to the reader to 
mentally insert them as you go. 

“There was a time when I 


thought it was ok to go to [Bjest [B] 
uy and drink [Sjnapple,” he wrote 
in response to e-mailed questions 
about his music and career. “[Njow 
I vomit at the thought o[f] humani- 
ty and all [its] comfort and success. 
I want to hug and strangle every- 
thing. Esp pretty little girls.” 


So, maybe they shouldn’t show 
up to his Saturday show at the Black 
Cat, but anyone else interested in 
a fusion of bubblegum froth with 
raging rock should be safe around 
the musician. 

Nobunny has released two 
albums, “Love Visions” and “Raw 


Romance.” They’re both inspired 
by classic punk, with brief, rapid 
songs about topics as varied as 
graveyards and Chuck Berry that 
draw shouted sing-alongs from his 
more dedicated fans. 

“[Rock ’n’ roll] is in my blood, 
part of who I am,” Nobunny wrote. 
“How could anyone not 'get’ the 
[R]amones.” 

A friendly heads-up for anyone 
seeing Nobunny for the first time: 
Be aware that he sometimes doesn’t 
wear a shirt or pants (or either) 
while performing onstage. He’ll 
keep the bunny mask on, though — 
it’s not his body he wants to hide. 

“I am just trying to live my life,” 
Nobunny wrote. “Stoned. Alone.

When Muhammad Ali spoke the 
words, “Float like a butterfly; sting 
like a bee,” to describe his unusu- 
al fighting style, he was also sug- 
gesting there’s a certain grace to 
be learned from the habits of our 
fellow creatures. 

Bass guitar virtuoso and core 
member of the group Bela Fleck 
and the Flecktones, Victor Woo- 
ten, shares a similar view. He 
believes that developing a skill to 
the point that it becomes like ani- 
mal instinct is necessary for mas- 
tering any trade. 

“Whatever you’re doing, you 
want to be natural at it,” he said. 
“I don’t want to have to be concen- 
trating really hard when I play the 
bass; I just want to flow.” 

Having taken this philosophy 


to heart, Wooten, 45, has hosted a 
bass and nature camp every year 
since 2000. Located an hour west 
of Nashville, Tenn., the natural 
environment — it’s called Woo- 
ten Woods Retreat — helps stu- 
dents to become better in tune 
with their natural rhythms. It 
definitely makes you play better,” 
said Wooten. 


When he’s not at camp, Wooten 
will be on the road this summer 
with his quartet, the Victor Woo- 
ten Band. This tour will be less 
theatrical than previous efforts 
such as his “Soul Circus” tour, 
which found Wooten performing 
another childhood passion of his 
onstage: magic. 

Though Wooten wowed audi- 


ences on that particular tour with 
feats such as levitating mid-song 
and making his bass disappear, his 
favorite type of magic involves one-

on-one interactions. “That’s where 
it blows your mind,” he said. 

For a man who has conquered 
both crafts, Wooten sees magic and 
music as having more in common 
than just a sleight of hand.

Music is the 
same way: You’ll hear a song or 
see an artist, and it’s just magical.”

Pull Up and honk 
for 1973’s infamous 
exploitation flick 
‘Bonnie’s Kids’ 


DVD 

The 1973 drive-in classic “Bonnie’s 
Kids” may be the most notorious 
teensploitation flick ever to play a 
drive-in, a precursor to conserva- 
tive message movies like “Kids” 
and “Thirteen,” as well as to “Pulp 
Fiction.” Starring former Play- 
mate Tiffany Bolling and future 
soap star Robin Mattson, the film 
addresses rape, incest, misogyny, 
murder, violence and girls gone 
wild with surprising style and 
energy, thanks to the cast’s go- 
for-broke acting and sly direction 
from Arthur Marks. 

If a good bit of its notoriety was 
based on its lack of availability — 
in fact, trailers for the movie have 
appeared on numerous DVDs in 


the past — “Bonnie’s Kids” loses 
none of its mystique now that it’s 
out on DVD. As it transforms from 
a fiery domestic drama into a heist 
film and finally into a road movie, 
it turns out to be smarter and craft- 
ier than it thinks it is. 

Bonnie herself is long dead, 
but she has left her two daughters 
— 24-year-old Elbe and teenage 
Myra — in the care of their step- 


father, exaggeratedly malevolent 
and humorless. He’s not the only 
one leering at their young flesh: 
Elbe and Myra are the targets of 
innuendoes and lewd stares from 
every man in town. 

As Ellie and Myra flee their 
small town for Los Angeles, “Bon- 
nie’s Kids” keeps you on your toes 
with a series of unexpected twists 
and turns — some are plot devic- 


es, others plot holes. 
Through it all, the 
actors deliver their 
lines with a knowing 
smirk, as if everyone 
is suspicious of every- 
one else’s motives. 

The second half of “Bonnie’s 
Kids” follows Ellie on a compli- 
cated, convoluted scheme to steal 
half a million dollars, which brings 
two hitmen into the mix, played by 
Alex Rocco (“The Godfather”) and 
Timothy Brown (“Nashville”). Long 
rumored to be the inspiration for 
the John Travolta and Samuel L. 
Jackson characters in “Pulp Fic- 
tion,” they lack the verbal rapport of 
Jules and Vincent but are similarly 
humanized by their banality. 

Too bad Dark Sky Films’ DVD 
doesn’t address their influence 
or the film’s long legacy, but the 
lengthy interview with Marks about 
the film’s genesis, marketing and 
distribution more than compen- 
sates.

Farragut Square’s 
Equinox rebuilds and 
improves after a fire 

Better Than Ever 

After a destructive kitchen fire 
forced Equinox to close its doors 
for five months, the downtown res- 
taurant has reopened with renova- 
tions to its space and menu. 

As unfortunate as the disas- 
ter was, says co-owner Ellen Kas- 
soff Gray, it gave her and her hus- 
band, Todd, the chance to make 
some changes they’d wanted to 
for years. 

“When Todd and I opened 
almost 12 years ago, we were liv- 
ing on a pipe dream, pillow-talking 
about opening a restaurant togeth- 
er,” she said. “We did it on a very 
shoestring budget. ... Now, we’ve 
changed things that we couldn’t 
afford to change when we first 
opened.” 

The ceiling and lighting have 
been replaced, and the private room 
is now enclosed by frosted glass. 
Kassoff Gray hopes the changes 
will give the restaurant a “fresh 
and bright” look. 


The menu has also received a 
makeover. In addition to long tast- 
ing menus and prix fixe dinners, 
there are now several more options 
for casual diners. New shareable 
plates include blue crab spring 
rolls, blue cheese tots and barbe- 
cued shrimp and grits; and pastas 
can now be ordered by the half-por- 
tion. The bar has also introduced 
two taps for draft beer. 

Since reopening, says Kassoff 
Gray, business has been as good as 
it ever was. “You worry, as an owner, 
when you’re closed for five months 
and people who’ve been coming for 
five, 10, 11 years have the opportu- 
nity to go find other restaurants — 
and there are so many good new res- 
taurants around here. But as soon 
as we opened, the reservations just 
came flooding in.” 

She believes that’s largely 
because the more Equinox has 
changed, the more it’s stayed the 
same. “A lot of times, places can 
change beyond recognition and 
cease to be your favorite spots. 
We’ve managed to change without 
really changing.” suemedhasood
